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BEHIND THE 
SCENES AT 
CONVENTION

SAN FRANCISCO—By the time 
you read this, the Republican Na- 
tional convention will be history, 
and, if you have been attentive to 
TV, you will have seen a broader, 


more colorful presentation than| 


those of us who sat in the Cow 
Palace. 

For television has the ability to 
edit news as it happens — and 
that editing can take care of a: 
dull talk by slipping in a noted 
figure, an interview, a commenta- 
tor, or a behind the scenes close- 
up; but if you are sitting in the 
convention, you listen to the talk. 

Perhaps you might be interested 
in the extent of the television op- 
eration, as we saw it. Cameras 
were not only placed in practi- 
cally every corner of the Cow Pal- 
ace, but throughout the city of 
San. Francisco. 

Cameras, lights, cameramen and 
technicians were ready fer the 
flash in at least a half dozen 
hotels where notables were stay- 
ing or where they were expected; 
one camera crew stood at an in- 
tersection between the Mark Hop- 
kins and Fairmont hotels through- 
out the convention, and, of course, 
cameras were ready at the munici- 
pal airport and the railroad sta- 
tions. 

This corps of TV reporters was 
spotted to cover anything from an 
intimate, personal picture on the 
convention floor to the arrival of 
President Eisenhower at an air- 
port 30 miles away. 

Which makes for a better show 
than sitting through the routine 
business of a convention session. 

And certainly, when you read 
the daily papers you find ‘that 
many things went on that persons 
within the convention session 
knew nothing about, since report- 
ers were constantly working ‘‘be- 
hind the scene’ angles.’ 

But the convention itself is stil] 
a colorful affair. Delegate seats 
were, aS you no doubt saw, on the 
floor of the Cow Palace, where 
some of you have no doubt seen 
parades of fine livestock, exhibits 
of bronc riding, and such. 

A three-level camera tower was 
located in the center of the arena, 
directly in front of the speaker’s 
stand; other camera platforms 
ringed the hall; the stand was 
high above the floor, built out 
from the balcony; press tables 
flanked the speaker stand on both 
sides, 

Flags of the states hung from 
the rafters; red, white and blue 
bunting decorated the hall; blue

PORTERVILLE, CALIFORNIA 
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COASTAL BERMUDA PLANTING 
ON ALKALI SOIL MAY BRING 
NEW PASTURE POSSIBILITIES 


A 240-acre planting of coastal Bermuda on alkali soil west of 
Strathmore may open a new era of laid use for pasture in Tulare 
county if the grass develops as well as the land owner, Bob Lard, of 


Porterville, expects it to. 

The grass, started at the Tiftan 
experiment station in Georgia in 
1938, is now being extensively 
used in southern states for both 
dairy and beef pasture. 

The Tulare county planting is 
probably the largest in California, 
since, so far as is known by Mr. 
Lard, the only other-plantings are 
small acreages in the El Centro 
area and on an experimental basis 
at Davis. 

At present, 125 acres are be- 
ing planted by Mr, Lard, work be- 
ing done by hand by some 60 field 
workers — an admittedly expen- 
sive method, but a method that 


“economizes on root stock. 


In the early spring, Mr. Lard 
plans to plant balance of the 240 
acres by machine. 

He believes that the planting 
that is now going in will cover 
the ground by October, before the 
grass, like other Bermuda, goes 
dormant, 

Within a year, Mr. Lard expects 
to run 3,000 pounds of beef per 
acre, with this figure to increase 
to 3,600- 4,000 pounds per acre 
as the pasture reaches full capa- 
city. 

Coastal Bermuda is a hybrid 
and its root system is different 
than ordinary Bermuda. Since 
the grass cannot spread from’‘seed, 
and since it can be killed easily 
by disc plowing, it offers no threat 
of spreading as a grass pest, ac- 
cording to Mr. Lard. 

This variety of Bermuda grows 
much higher than ordinary: Ber- 
muda and can be cut for hay or 
ensilage. 


When a field is fully matured, 
it is possible to plant winter 


grains or grasses, by use of a spe- 
cial drill, to provide livestock feed 
during the dormant season for 
Bermuda. 


Root stock is being trucked in 
from New Mexico; the Tulare 
county planting is probably the 
largest hand planting ever made. 

Economical method to start the 
crop is to first establish a nursery 
plot, with five acres, or so, suf- 
ficient for extensive planting. 

Roots for the 125 acre planting 
are coming from less than an acre 
of nursery planting. On the first 
56 acres planted, 19,800 pounds of 
roots were used. 

Prior to planting, Mr. Lard 
deep-cultivated the field and pre- 
irrigated. Seed bed is prepared as 
for alfalfa, except that

lationship in the construction and 
operation of the San Luis unit. 
The governor has asked that legis- 
tration be formulated for presen- 


tation to the congress and. the 
state legislature.

From up Kernville way we hear 
Isabella Lake is giving out limits 
of catfish and bass and a few 
trout by trolling. The Kern river 
below the dam is high and fish- 
ing poor. 

The split inland deer season 
seems to be driving many hunters 
loco. Best we can say is to ob- 
tain a 1956 Digest of Hunting 
Regulations, available wherever 
licenses are sold and read care- 
fully or trace out on map. The 
digest gives part of Tuolumne a 
September 15 deer season opening 
but this was later cancelled by 
the commission in favor of a 
countywide September 22 opening. 

However, the commission made 
no change in the archery deer sea- 
son in that county so the presea- 
son in that original early section 
will take place as per the digest, 
and the archers may also hunt 
deer in that same section from 
September 15 to 21 at which time 
no guns will be permitted. 


September 1 is the big day. for 
dove hunters with an abundance 
of birds reported valleywide. 
Shooting hours will be from one- 
half hour before sunrise to sun- 
set with a bag and _ possession 
limit of ten birds. 


Only shotguns capable of hold- 
ing no more than three shells and 
bow and arrows may be used. It 
is illegal to shoot from a moving 
vehicle or to even have a loaded 
gun in one. This regulation in- 
tended as a human safety factor 
brings about numerous arrests 
with fines running from $25.00 
on up to jail sentences, depending 
upon the judge. 

Sage grouse may be taken in 
Modoc and Lassen counties only 
on September 1 and; 2 with a bag 
limit of two birds. Don’t confuse 
this with the new Sierra grouse 
season. to be opened elsewhere at 
a later date. 

Inyo and Mono counties, north- 
eastern and southern California 
will open to all species of rabbit 
hunting September 1.

curtains covered the higher walls 
of the building, both for the bene- 
fit of acoustics and appearance. 

A “million dollars’? worth of 
camera lens for TV and press ‘were 
in evidence all the time. Tre- 
mendous still cameras were in con- 
stant focus on the speaker stand; 
TV cameras were almost as thick 
as delegates; press photographers 
from throughout the nation, as 
well as from several foreign coun- 
tries, including Russia, were con- 
stantly flashing. 

Incidentally, we are always 
hearing of a new camera that is 
going to revolutionize the busi- 
ness of press photography, but the 
top-flight boys covering the con- 
vention still used the old, reliable 
Speed Graphic, but with the mod- 
ern, Strobe light attachment. 

Within the Cow Palace build- 
ing, a maze of temporary rooms 
had been constructed to house 
radio network offices, news serv- 
ices, television control centers, 
wire photo services, metropolitan 
daily papers, magazines and other 
publications, many of them with 
portable photographic dark rooms. 

In addition, rooms were set up 
for the president, the vice presi- 
dent, important party leaders, 
cabinet officers, White House per- 
sonnel, as well as for committee 
meetings. 

A. large-scale press operation 
was conducted by the Republican 
National commitee itself, with 
headquarters in the Fairmont 
hotel. Stacks of press releases 
were available at the hotel, and at 
the Cow Palace, and if you noticed 
empty seats in the press section 
during the convention, it was
